Status of Claims 

Claims 1-12, 17-23 and 26-68 are pending. 
Claims 1.3-16 and 24-25 have been cancelled. 

Objection to Claims 
Objection to claims 17-and 18 have been withdrawn due to the amendment filed on 
* 09/19/06. However, a new rejection is applicable herein. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is not clear how the cyclization of the compound of claim 17 is completed. 
Additionally, it is not entirely clear if the compound is obtained by the "Ullman reaction" 
or by Friedel-Crafts reaction or photoreaction." Clarification is required.
